'His visit there was to ascertain
what prospecis the Welsh tin plate makers
bave of regnining the Ameriean trade,
which was for many vears before the new
Eepublican tariff law their most profitable
markst

The Indusiriai World, of Swansea, the offi-
cial organ of the association, publishes in
jie issue of July 15 a long interview with
Chairman Rogers, which will carry con-
sternation to American free traders.  Chair-
man Rogers spesks as a hard-headed busi-
pess man, and his remarks show that he is
& keen observer of American sflairs. The
:"eish tin plate organ’s reporter first asked

im:

“As a result of your recent visit to the
TUnited States can you give some idesa of the
prospects of the Demoeratic party in view
of the coming Presidental election?”

"Well,” was Mr. Rogers’ reply, ‘it in gen-
erally regarded that the fight will be an ex-
ceedingly elose one

Hepub jean Chaness of Saucoess.

“The Republicans say ther will certainly
resurn their President, and the Demoerats,
on the other hana, are equally confident.
The general opinion is that the Demoecrats
canpot win unless they carry New York
E:ate, but the Republicans may vossibly
win even if they lose this State. The parties
ere 8o closely balanced that it is really im-
possible to say which will win.”

““Supposing Mr. Cleveland were elected,
what do you think would be the efiect of his
poliey?”

“l thipk the result wounld be that the
daties would be gradually lowered, and
that wages would econsequently fall. The
working classes would, of course, not be
willing to remain without work, and manu-
faciurers would have to reduce wages to
eunble them 1o compete successfully with
o her countrie.  Wages in Ameriea are at
{resem sbout double what they are here,
st i America adopted free trade they
would probably be reduced by oune-hali,
and become equal to the wages paid here.
The question of free trade or protection is,
theretore, of far more importance to the
working class of America than it is to any
class in this country, In America the
working class earn high w at present,
snd the cost of living ont there is so little
wore than it is here that they bave much
greater comiort aud are able to save more
rapidly.

The Cost of Living in America,

The reporier here reminded Mr Rogers
of the statements that had often been made
during the last 12 months ss an argument to
prevent the tin platers of Wales to emi-
grate to America, that the heat and the cost
of living was much greater in the United
Htates than in our own country. Mr Rogers
replied that as & matter of faot such was
not the case. True, house rentiwas higher
there, but the necessities of lite Yo working-
men and their families were very cheap.
Tiie hest class of elothing was alsgmore ex-

neive, but that for working med was not.

he weather was exceedingly hjt during
Li« visit, and one of the first tiings Mr.
Rogers gid was to purchase a“cool, thin
t, wi™’, cost him 25 shillings, which he
—imn sy could get ax cheap in this
nLry.

Reterring to the cost of living, Mr
Rogers instaneed the case of a Llanelly tin
plate worker, for whom he had found em-
rloyment, who told him that not only was

e ina position to live comfortably upon
the wageshe earned, about 36s. (§9) a week,
but he was able to send abouta hall of it to
his tamily at home.

Conversution then ensued upon the con-
dition of trade in South Wales, Mr. Rogers
declaring that it was really worse now than
it was 12 months ago, which was proved by
the number of works which weare either par-
tially or wholly idle. He could not aceount
for it and feared that a bad period had set
in, while he could see no prospect of a
chamze.

Mr. Rogers was then asked whether he
bul read the recent utterances of Mr. D.
tandell, member of Parliament, who de.
clured that the action of Messrs. Morewood
& Co. in erecting works in the United
Bintes before waiting to see the result of the

that the November elections, however they
might go, would have no effect upon what
they were doing.

sction. ‘‘Capiial,” he added, *‘is sensitive
and timid and will alwars flow to the eoun-
tries which offer most security and the most
free opportunities for untrammeled devel-
opment, and where capital is most abund-
ant there will be the greatest prosperity,
most regular employment and most happi-
ness, "

Proceeding. Mr. Rogers remarked that
some of the Democrats said: ““We are quite
sreplred to admit that if the duties are re-

uced wages will have to be correspond-
ingly reduced, but our aim in that wages
ghall be o far reduced tha: our manu-
facturers can undersell Europe in neutral
markets such as India, Australia, ete.; but
we believe that the cost of living and of
lnxuries should also be so reduced that
workmen wonld be as well off at the lower
wages as they are now at the higher wages.”

Several Works In Coarse of Erection.
“Are there any other works in eourse of

erection in America now?"

““Yes, there are several. 1 only visited a
few. The manufacture of tin plates is, how-
ever, very rapidly taking root in the United
Btates, and some very magnificent plants
bhave been erected. In one works whieh I
vigited was the finest which 1 have ever
seen.  An enormous steel and tin plate con-
eern is being built in Chicago. ™

ANOTHER REVOLT IN CEINA,

Natives Up in Arms Against Extortions of
the Customs ¢ fMciala,

Vicroria, B C., July 30. —The Canadian
Pacific Company’s steamship Empress of
India brings news of a serious insurrection
in Fatschan, China, cansed by the extor-
tions of Chinese costoms officers.  These
officials have recently been imposing fresh
exsetions upon the people notil their capae-
ity hss been exhausted, and a general anti-
customs war was declared. Many large
eommercial houses suspended business, and
the streets were crowded with excited peo-
ple, vowing vengeance upon the customs
suthorities

No boats with ecargoes were allowea to
land. Soldiers guarded the custom houses
and had several enconnters with the people.
On June 28 several people were killed and
hundreds wounded. Fearing that there
wonld be & general looting of the town,
Consnl General Waters, representing the
British Government, sent to Hong Eong
for mssistance, and the gunbost Tweed was
sent ap.

consent to have the anti-option bill voted
on next week, and then adopted the sug-
gestion of Mr. Gibson, of Lounisiana, to let
the matter go over till next session as the
unfinished business.

One of the Principal Injustries of
Western  Ponnsylvania.

A Puddler's Life One of Exposure to
Extreme Heat and Cold, Causing Ca-
tarrbal and Other Complicated Ein-
dred Allments.

The puddling of iron, or procesa of con-
verting oast iron into wrousht or malleable
irom, forthe purpose of maunfacture, is one
of the prinecipal industries of Western Penn-
sylvania. This is done in lurge furnnces
ereoted for that purpose, and the metalis
subjected to tha continual nction of intense
heat for hours. Freguent stirring is neces-
sary by men employed for that purpose who
are therefore known »ns punddiers.

These puddlers are compelled to face the
most intense heat for hours at a time, both
winter and summer. In winter time they
become overheated and then cool off sud-
denly, subjecting them to cutarrh of the

bead, throat and siomaeh, bronehitls,
asthma, rhewna lumbago, sciaticn,
neurnigia, ete. Durinz thess hot days,

while workmen not subjected to any other
hreat than the natoral heatof summer are
frequently overcome while at work, these
puddiers are exposed to the additions! hent
of the farnnce apd great masses of molten
metal which frequently send the tempern-
turs above 200, making them mors liable to
sunstroke, brain and narvous troubles, gen-
eral prostration, ete,
